Theroux purchases 
famous bubble top 
from local collector 


Since acqusition is the joy of a collector, 
Francois Theroux, Ph.D., of Sierra Madre, is joyful 
as of Jan. 1, 1987. He has just acquired the famous 
“bubble top” car in which all newly-elected United 
States presidents have ridden through the streets 
of New York in the inaugural parades since 1967, 
according to Theroux. 

Most recently, the Pope used the midnight blue 
automobile as his personal parade car in South 
America. In fact, the auto was flown to Bogota, 
Columbia, for that three-week stint earlier this year. 

Perhaps the most interesting twist of the ac¬ 
quisition is that Theroux obtained the car from his 
next-door neighbor, Calvin Beauregard, also an 
antique and classic car collector. The men have lived 
next door to each other for eight years, since the 
Beauregards moved to Sierra Madre. Theroux has 
lived here since 1968. 

Theroux is an author of books about autos 
and Beauregard is a corporate executive at Chry¬ 
sler Motor Corp. Theroux wrote “The Golden Era 
— Buick, 1903 - 1915,” volume 1, and “1916 - 
1941,” volume 2. He is working on volume 3. 

Beauregard is considered by Lee lacocca, who 
is now head of Chrysler Motors, one of those old 
friends from Ford, those precious few who stayed 
my friends during the dark days,” as is quoted in 
lacocca’s autobiography. The latter was replaced in 
a corporate shakeup at Ford. Later Beauregard 
also left Ford Motor Co. 

How much did Theroux pay for the car? “An 
undisclosed sum — more than 50 cents.” 

How does Theroux feel about the famous car, 
now one of a fleet of 13 cars he owns, “stashed 
from here to Canada”? 

“I’m very pleased that Mr. Beauregard has 
seen fit to pass on to me this priceless classic. I 
feel very honored,” Theroux told The News. 

But he also has another auto which he ob¬ 
tained from Beauregard, the so-called Kennedy/ 
Johnson car that was featured earlier in The News. 
Theroux calls both deals a “private collector to 
private collector transaction.” 

The Kennedy/Johnson car is a 1962 Hess and 
Eisenhart, hand-made, closed town limousine. 

The newest in the Theroux collection is the 
1967 Lincoln Continental with front lights, sirens, 
red and white side spots. Presidential flags and a 
unique folding device that allows the use of the 
bubble top or an open configuration. It is nearly 
22 feet long. 

The bubble top was recently featured in the 
Concours d’Elegance in Palm Springs to parade 
officials around the race track. 

Theroux now owns historical documents for 
both autos and both are federally cleared out of 
New York. 

What is the difference between an “antique” 
car and a “classic”? Theroux says according to 
the Horseless Carriage Club of America, the de¬ 
finition is “1915 or older.” A classic, he says, is 
a nebulous term with a tendency to later years, 
i.e., Packard, Auburn, Cord and “other distin¬ 
guished marques.”

If you want to get your financial af¬ 
faire In order, try making some New Year’s 
resolutions about handling your money. 

Karen Schnittgrund, consumer eco¬ 
nomics/management specialist of Univer¬ 
sity of California Cooperative Extension, 
Riverside, offers some financial advice for 
your resolutions (or decisions you can 
make any time during the year): 

• Develop a spending plan with fam¬ 
ily members and use it. 

• Keep records of spending so that 
you know where most of your money is 
going. Keep a separate record of tax- 
deductible items for next year’s Income 
tax. 

• Go on a savings spree. Set goals 
and save on spending by reducing or 
eliminating unnecessary spending. 

e Organize vital records. Put all re¬ 
cords in a safe place and make a list of 
where they are. 

• Pay bills on time and avoid in¬ 
terest charges. 

e Prepare a net worth statement. 

e Make a will, or review and up 
date it and prepare instructions for your 
survivors. 

• Write a list of possible repairs ne 
cessary in the next year and figure out 
who would make the repairs. If you don’t 
have a repair person, now is the time to 
find out who is good, reasonable and 
available. Don’t wait until there is a cri¬ 
sis. 

e Use the phone to comparison 
shop and save time, money and reduce 
impulse buying. 

e Shop as carefully for car loans, 
savings accounts and insurance policies 
as you do for produce. 

e Leave your credit cards at home 
when you’re “just shopping.” If you see an 
item you want, you’ll have time to think it 
over and compare prices before you buy it. 

• Keep your sales slips and warran¬ 
ties. 

• Do business with trustworthy 
peopift. Ask for references, when neces¬ 
sary and check them. 

• Avoid impulse buying and shop¬ 
ping when tired or hungry. 

• Utilize your hobbies to make gifts 
tor others. You can have the pleasure of 
working with your hobby and save money 
at the same time.

Janet and Bill had the kind of relation¬ 
ship that fosters closeness. Throughout the 
marriage they shared their feelings and were 
usually open to each other’s thoughts and 
ideas. Both had developed a warm sensitivity 
to the wants and desires of the other and were 
greatly concerned with the satisfaction of these 
needs. 

In other words, they were best Iriends. 
Bill and Janet remained very much in love 
even during the lengthy illness his cancer 
imposed. 

They had been married for 27 years when 
Bill died. She had long known her husband’s 
death was inevitable, but when it finally 
happened Janet was devastated. Yet, after 
Bill’s death, she thought it best to hide her grief 
from the others in her life. 

It wasn’t like Janet to be so sensitive. 
But for now, she just didn’t want to burden 
them with her sorrow. So she muddled through 
social events forcing herself to smile. But in¬ 
side she felt alone and lonely, and was deeply 
depressed. 

Janet’s life, following her husband’s death, 
was filled with a seemingly endless series of 
empty days. The days merged into months and 
then into years. Yet, Janet still felt the void 
in her life. Outwardly, she remained cheerful 
and trouble free. 

But deep down, at the roots of her being, 
she persistently harbored futile longings for 
her deceased husband, longings that produced 
sudden and often protracted episodes of melan¬ 
cholia and extended periods of withdrawal. 

Unfortunately, Janet was unaware that her 
profound, but unavoidable, feelings of grief 
were being prolonged by her reluctance to 
share them with anyone. Like so many of us, 
Janet believed that suppressing her unwanted 
emotions would help them go away. It seldom 
does. 

Depressive feelings and thoughts like these 
grow readily in the blackness of our inner mind. 
Like poisonous mushrooms spreading and 
multiplying in the dark, they must remain 
hidden if they are to flourish. Leaving them 
alone, therefore, tends only to increase their 
destructive potential. 

It is not a sign of weakness to react pas¬ 
sionately to this kind of loss. It is a sign of 
love. Allowing ourselves this time of grief, 
painful as it is, is important to our well being, 
and sharing it with another will help us return 
more quickly to a meaningful and more en¬ 
joyable life.

Evetitually, as the museum expands, plans call 
for the entire building to house antiquities.
